For  each  month  through  June  30,  1966, 
amendment  freezes  the  supply-demand  adjustment  at  plus  25  cents. 

Eastern  Colorado  -  December  1  (30  FR  13767,  10/29/65).  Amendment  merges  the  Eastern  Colorado 
and  Colorado  Springs-Pueblo  orders.  New  consolidated  order  is  similar  to  the  Eastern 
Colorado  order  with  some  revisions.

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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


Highlights 
December  1965 


Producer  Deliveries.  A  total  of  145,688  producers  delivered  4.2  billion  pounds  of  milk  to  regulated 
handlers  in  67  comparable  markets  This  represents  a  decrease  of  2.9  percent  under  producer  deliv¬ 

eries  in  December  1964.  Average  daily  delivery  per  producer  increased  from  903  pounds  in  December  1964 
to  933  pounds  in  December  of  this  year.  Producer  numbers,  producer  deliveries,  average  butterfat 
percentages,  and  average  daily  deliveries  per  producer  for  individual  markets  are  shown  on  table  3. 

Producer  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  in  67  markets 
increased  3.4  percent  from  last  year,  to  a  total  of  2.9  billion  pounds  for  the  month  of  December  1965. 

The  average  utilization  percentage  for  December  was  68  percent,  up  from  64  percent  last  year.  Forty- 
one  markets  showed  an  increase  in  the  utilization  percentage,  five  showed  no  change,  and  the  remaining 
21  markets  showed  a  decrease  (see  table  4). 

Gross  Class  I  sales,  which  Include  total  Class  I  sales,  in-and-out  of  defined  marketing  areas  by 
regulated  handlers,  increased  3.5  percent  in  the  67  markets  for  the  month  of  December. 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  paid  by  handlers  in  the  67  markets  for  3.5  percent 
milk  was  $5.20  per  hundredweight,  six  cents  higher  than  the  $5.14  per  hundredweight  price  in 
December  1964.  Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  December  were  higher  in  41  markets,  unchanged  in  six  markets, 
and  lower  in  the  remaining  20  markets. 

Producers  in  the  67  markets  received  a  weighted  average  blend  price  of  $4.66  per  hundredweight  for 
3.5  percent  milk.  This  is  18  cents  higher  than  the  December  1964  blend  price  of  $4.48.  Producers 
received  higher  blend  prices  in  53  markets,  the  same  price  in  two  markets,  and  a  lower  price  in  the 
remaining  12  markets.  Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets  are 
reported  on  table  1. 

Whole  Milk  Sales.  Total  in-area  whole  milk  sales  for  December  1965  in  69  marketing  areas  are  estimated 
to  be  about  1.9  billion  pounds,  1.3  percent  above  such  sales  in  December  of  last  year.  Complete 
November  in-area  sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings 
(whole  milk,  skim  milk  items,  mixtures,  and  cream),  are  reported  on  table  6. 


ANNUAL  -  1965 

Minimum  Prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  price  in  1965  for  the  67  markets  was  $4.93,  five  cents 
higher  than  the  $4.88  price  in  1964.  The  1965  weighted  average  blend  price  was  $4.30,  seven  cents 
higher  than  the  blend  price  of  $4.23  reported  for  these  markets  in  1964  (see  table  2). 

Producer  Deliveries  and  Deliveries  Used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5.  For  the  year  1965,  compared  to  1964,  producer  deliveries 
for  the  67  markets  were  about  the  same,  while  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  were  up  1.8  percent.  Data  for 
the  67  markets  and  for  all  markets  are  summarized  below:
